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AN OUTCROP OF SNOBBERY. 


Ina fashionable New York board- 
ing house objection was made to the 
presence of a young lady at the table, 
because she worked as a school teach- 
er for a living.

As applied to 
lady teachets it is particularly ridicu- 
lous. Intelligent people recognize 
that teaching is one of the most noble 
of professions. It was sufficient for 
Agassiz, the great paturalist who hon- 
ored this hemisphere by his residence, 
when he came to die to describe him- 
self in his will as a teacher.“ Agas- 
siz recognized that there was no high- 
er calling, and there was no greater 
man in America than he. 

Whether a weman teaches for a liv- 
ing or finds employment in some 
other honest occupation, she is enti- 
tled torespect. No lady need fear 
that she will be degraded in the eyes 
of sensible people by any kind of 
honest labor. Ladies complain in the 
Tribune that they lose “caste” by go- 


ing to work; and that their chances of 


securing eligible husbands are thereby 
diminished. This is a mistake. A 
lady is as much a lady when honora- 
bly supporting herself, as when de- 
pendent on others. It is true, how- 
ever, that some kinds of occupation in 
which girls and women are found en- 
gaged have a tendency to give them 
masculine manners; to rob them of 
that modesty and delicacy which is 
essential to a lady.

THE ANNIVERSARY.OF THE FIRE.

The prompt rebuilding of the burned 
buildings, and the general and imme- 
diate resumption of business, gave 
outsiders a faith in the future of Reno, 
which has done mach to aid its growth 
and advancement. The fire, and the 
plucky renewal of business which fol- 
lowed it, extensively advertised the 
place, and called attention to the per- 
mabdent advantages of the town site. 
Thus the fire was not an unmixed ca- 
lamity. Yet we hope never to see 
such another.

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


In the course of a lecture delivered 
in New York last week on ‘‘Court- 
ship,” the Rev. C. C. Goss said: “The 
courting really begins when the lovers 
begin to study each other's disposi- 
tions. Courtship should he honest 
and sincere, not formal. It should 
not be too long. Dr. John Brown 
courted seven years without kissing the 
object of his affections. After this 
period had elapsed he asked her if he 
might kiss her. She acquiesced; but 
instead of indulgiog in the luxury he 
said. ‘Let us pray.’ A kiss under 
such circumstances is no kiss at all. 
My experience is that a stolen kiss is 
the best. I believe that praying 
should be more practiced in connec- 
tion with courtship all along the. line, 
but this was not a time for praying. 
He might have taken the kiss and 
prayed afterward. John Brown's 
courtship was too cruel and formal.”

The total abstinence movement in 
Nebraska has resulted in legislation 
hostile to saloon-keepers. They are 
now required to pay a license of $1,000 
a year in cities of over 10,000 inhabit- 
tants, and in smaller places $500 a 
year. They must also give a bond of 
$5,000, and are responsible for civil 
damages. Druggists do not have to 
take out a license. An Anti-treating 
Bill has also passed, making it a mis- 
demeanor for one man to trest un- 
other, All through the Legislature 
a strong fight was made by the tem 
perance agitatorsto pass a bill sub- 
mitting the prohibitory constitutional 
amendment toa vote of the people; 
but this bill, requiriog a three-fifths 
vote of the Legislature, was defeated, 

but by only two votes. 


The curious system of mine manage- 
ment which prevails in San Francis- 
co was fiuely illustrated at the last an- 
nual meeting of the California Min- 
ing Co. Only -four stockholders at- 
tended, and they were Directors. 
Tue four held only seventeen shares 
of stock, worth less than $20 at m. ar- 
ket rates. Yet the California mine is 
one of the most important on the 
Comstock, having paid over thirty 
million dollars in dividends. There 
are 540,000 shares of capital stock. 
Of course the Directors are mere 
figure-heads. The mine is really con- 
trolled by the Bonanza firm. 


The Virginia Footiight makes these 
bold predictions; That Sierra Neva- 
da’s next assessment will be a heavy 
one. That Sierra Nevada will sell for 
over $200 a share before January Ist, 
1882. That a big boom will take 
place ina mine between Jacket and 
Utah, which is now selling for a mere 
nominal figure. And finally that the 
old Comstock will come out brighter 
than ever, befure many days.’ Well, 
anybody can predict such things, but 
will they come true? There’s the rub.

RELICION IN LOYALTON- 


A Revival Which Caught No Sinners— 
More Discussion of the Doctrine of 
Helland Pamnation—Sierra Valley 
Apparently a Hot Bed of Heresy. 


Loya.ton, Cal., Feb. 26. ) 
Editor Gazette:—All our ranchers 


Pas. are busy plowing; many are breaking 


virgin, or sage-brush soil, and the 


Faser- people all seem much encouraged, and 


have bright prospects for the coming 
season. A large area of grain will be 
sown this year, as there seem to be no 
fears of the pesky grasshopper. We 
are having a little pneumonia and a 
mild form of typhus fever just now at 
Sierraville, but the sanitary condition 
of the rest of the valley is good. Some 
grain has been sown in the valley al- 
ready. The weather, is warm and 
beautiful. 

Spring fights have been very numer- 
ous bere at Loyalton, sometimes 4 or 
5 in a day. One amateur pugilist 
whipped his nearest neighbor, and de- 
clared at the end of the combat that 
he had left the Methodist church five 
years ago expressly to “lick” him. 
Fights being so lively in this commu- 
nity, and we having a new Methodist 
parson here, and after the remark of 
the gentleman who had left his church 
s0 long ago for such a purpose, it was 
thought a good and prudent time to 
start a revival meeting, to catch or 
bring back to the church this one sin- 
ner, at least, as be is a man of many 
“spondulics,”’ or dimes, and would be 
a financial blessing (at least) to the 
church at Loyalton, which is very few 
in numbers and not over-strong io 
funds and faith. 

The revival lasted two weeks, with 
two meetings each day, but “nary” 
sinner did they catch. The parson 
expressed himself as satisfied with the 
resu't, ashe had done his duty in 
warning the sinners ot the errors of 
their ways, and if we all scorch in 
Calvin's hell, he says he has done his 
duty. The event of greatest import- 
ance accomplished by that revival 
meeting, was the turning of the Loy 
alton Literary Society out of the 
church, and it is the only place the 
Society can meet in for the present. 
Grand and noble was the result of two 
weeks of Methodist revival in Loyal- 
ton. The leader or president of the 
Society is a mild philanthropic skep- 
tic, or infidel, and of course that was 
the rearon why there were not any 
converts, although no iofidelity or 
skepticism was allowed in the society, 
and nothing taught there but purity 
of morals and intelligence. But it 
made no difference; the society had to 
move. The result was that the church 
and sabbath school have deprived 
themselves of the use of a very good 
organ belonging principally to the so- 
ciety. I am, however, sorry to inform 
your intelligent readers that among 
this noble little band of 7 Methodists 
there are some that wanted no organ 
in the house, as the organ was pur- 
chased with money raised by a dunce, 
which is like a case I knew of where I 
was raised in which a man (after a 
Methodist revival) took the pillow 
slips off the pillows, and held the em- 
broidered edge his wife had put on, in 
the fire and burned it off, saying at 
the same time, that he was hot going 
to have his soul sent to hell by having 
embroidery on the pillow slips, The 
president of the Loyalton Literary So- 
ciety has the wrong shaped head on 
him to be a Methodist, and as one of 
Nevada's most useful and sincere n. in- 
isters of the gospel said to me once, he 
cared very little, or it made little diff- 
erence what a person believed, if he 
were only honest, but honesty won't 
do with Loyalton Methodists, in their 
belief. 

The days of superstition and dog- 
matic fanaticism are nearly past, but 
a little of it still lurks in the places 
farthest from the centers of civiliza- 
tion. The old, or rather the new 
meaning. placed on the word hell“ by 
John Calvin, has frightned about all 
it ever will frighten into the church. 
Talmage says the average death rate 
in the various churches in this country 
for 25 years has been 4 to every 1 con- 
version. The people are getting teo 
intelligent, and the public press is ex- 
posing too much of the sins and frauds 
practiced in the church, for them to 
make converts. Only a few years ago 
the press dare not expose the chican- 
ery practiced by the churches, and 
their own journals do not do it yet. 
Churches all through the New Eng- 
land States are being vacated for 
want of congregations, and only those 
who preach liberalism are 
toany extent. God hasten the day 
when all our churches will be turned 
places where is 


into 
taught, 


uating the relics of a race of ancient 
heathens, who lived in an age when 
our race were far more ignorant of sci- 
ence, and in fact all knowledge, than 
are the Piute and Washoe tribes of 
Indians of to-day: and who would 
think of learning theology, or any- 
thing else of them, yet they are not 
more superstitious than some church- 
members of to-day. The translators 
and compilers of our own Bible have 
tried to keep that book within a cen- 
tury or so of the advancement of the 
world of intellect, but most church- 
membors look at it as they see it, and 
call it good, and a book of wonderful 
wisdom and morals, and imagine, and 
even believe, it came from God. All 
sabbath school libraries and so-called 
christian ligerature, is shaped to the 
one object; viz. Believe in the divinity 
of Christ, or that there is one, or be 
damned aud scorched in a lake of fire 
and brimstone through all future 
time. The church claims that our 
civilization, improvement in all the 
arts, sciences and intelligence are the 
result of religion, which is false in 
every sense of the word, and is only 
equalled in “gall and cheek” by that 
of a starved mule when he sees feed 
passing to try to grasp it, in the same 
manner that the church tries to grasp 
passing civilization. Go baek to Pal- 
estine, where the Christian religion 
originated, and there you will fiod 
what it has always done for civiliza- 
tion and improvement. Go back to 
Europe in that period of history called 
the dark ages, and see if the church 
did not have control of the affairs of 
State (principally) at that time. Is 
God in ovr constitution? and was it 
not chiefly, if not wholly drawn up by 
infidels, and is not that fact alone the 
cause of our progress—superior intel- 
ligence, happiness and fredom, I am 
well aware that very many of the 
members of churches are so educated, 
and sincerely believe, and are as hon- 
est as myself and others that do not 
think and believe as they do, because 
biased historians have so shaped our 
histories; and dishonesty, when it 
would be (as they thought) beneficial 
to the interests of the church, could 
be winked at (or hushed through fear) 
by those that knew better, and be- 
lieved by the masses, or those that 
did not know the difference. Take, 
for example, the manner in which 
Thos. Paine is said - by the church to 
have died, with regard to his belief 
and confession, whieh was a fabrica- 
tion on the part of the church, and be- 
lieved by nearly all church members; 
but this fabrication, like Calvin's hell, 
been used to frighten the unlettered 
into the folds ot the church, as long as 
it will win. In this valley the mothers 
frighten their babies into submission 
by crying “coyote,” or by saying they 
will give them to the coyote, and 
when I was a boy my mother said 
“wolf,” as wolves were the most fam- 
iliar animals we knew of; but as soon 
as the children get grown up,and their 
ears and eyes open, as it were, it is no 
use to cry wolf“ or “coyote.” And 
so it is with the hell-fireand brimstone 
doctirne of the church to-day. This 
letter is already too long.

Increase in Crime Since the Adop- 

tion of the Prohibitery Liquor Law. 
From the Portland Press.

In 1851 our population was 587,- 
680; in 1880 it 648,945. Increase 
in 29 years, 61,265, or 14 per cent. 

In 1851 divorce was exceedingly 
rare in Maine. Now, as ex- Gov. 
Dingley has proved to a committee of 
this islature, Maine leads all New 
Eogland. He shows that 478 divorces 
were granted in 1878, being one man 
and one woman out of | 679, and 
he thinks that 1880 was probably still 
worse. 

Insanity has also steadily and rap- 


idly increased at a ratio far exceeding | m 


the gain in population. The same may 
be said of suicide. 

The large percentage of youthful 
convicts is painfully suggestive. Near- 
ly 18 per cent. were convicted during 
their war sty — more than 64 per 
cent. under the age of 30. 

The av age of commitment is 
only 25. Great injustice has been 
done to our foreign-born population, 
and particularly to the Irish, by the 


loose talk of many of our writers and | 


speakers. 

Out of the 199 felons confined in 
the State Prison proper, only 39 are of 
foreign birth, only 18 are natives of 
Europe, and only 4 are Irish; 123 
were in Maine. 

In 1820 our population was about 
300,000, and in 1848 about 500,000. 

those first 20 years of the 
history of Maine, only two convictions 
of murder or arson are known to have 
occurred. This is at the rate of one 
case to 4,000,000 inhabitants annually. 

In the single year 1880, the Attor- 
ney-General’s report shows 7 convic- 
tions, 5 of which were of murder, be- 
ing at the rate of one conviction to 
every 93,000 persons. 

This reveals the appalling increase 
within furty years, af f -three fold 
in what until 1876 was called capital 
crime.
